When the Mason and H anger con­ 
struction com pany 
which is building 
the Lincoln H ighw ay west of G ettys­ 
burg established a camp aking Marsh 
Creek this spring, the county medical 
authorities foresaw the disease epi­ 
demic that 
possibly would com e

the result o f the road workers sw im ­ 
ming every night

cool weather prevented the bees from

and consequently there was 
an absence of polinization.
